run for state rep 


Two Charlevoix County residents, both 
supporters of splitting northern Michigan 
into a separate state, are running for 
seats in the Michigan House of 
Representatives. 

Wilson Township resident Karl 
Waldner, organizer of the drive for the 
51st separate state, filed a petition for 
candidacy in the 103rd District. The 103rd 
District includes East Jordan, Charle- 
voix and the western portions of Char- 
levoix County. 

The seat is presently held by Republi- 
can Ralph Ostling of Roscommon, who 
has filed for reelection. Waldner has also 
filed as a Republican, and the two will 
face off in the Aug. 5 primary election. 

David Gillespie of Boyne Falls filed for 
the 106th District seat presently held by 
Republican Steve Andrews of Wolverine. 
Gillespie, 36, a carpenter, has also filed 
as a Republican. District 106th includes 
the eastern part of the county including 
Boyne City. 


The only other candidate for the 106th 
District seat is Bill Morey of Alpena, who 
ran for the seat two years ago. He filed as 
a Democrat. 


The Waldner-Ostling primary winner 
will be opposed in the 103rd District by 
Democratic candidates Bill Brauker and 
Harold Gregg, both from Harrison. 
Brauker, 31. ran unsuccessfully two years 
ago for the seat. 

Waldner told The Press that nine 
people who support the ‘‘Emerging new 
state of North Michigan”’ are running as 
candidates for state representative. 
Waldner formerly called his 51st state the 
‘Independent State of Superior.’’ 

All nine candidates, if elected, ‘‘will 
legislate for the introduction of and work 
for the passage of a bill allowing an 
election on whether or not to become a 
new state,’’ Waldner said. 

Waldner, 58, who lists his occupation 
as ‘‘retired,’’ said he has talked with 


northern Michigan's current state repres- 
entatives several times asking them to 
put his state-splitting proposal on the 
ballot, but none have supported him. 

His plan calls for splitting the state at 
Townline 16—the southern boundaries of 
Mason, Lake. Oscoda, Clare, Gladwin 
and Arenac Counties. 
petitions to put the independent state 
idea on the November ballot, but fell 
short of the 31,000 signatures which were 
necessary to put the issue on the ballot. 

Northern Michigan is not being 
represented fairly compared to southern 
Michigan. Waldner claims. ‘'Profitable 
legislative aid (is going) to only a select 
few. Even more so, our incumbent 
representatives are denying the people a 
right to vote on the separate state issue,"’ 
he said. 

Gillespie said he, too, would support 
and work to put the new state to a ballot 
vote. ‘'The majority of the people live in 
the southern part of the state and most of 
the legislation passed seems to benefit 
only them. The people of northern 
Michigan are being shafted,"' Gillespie 
said. 

Gillespie admits that his chances of 
winning the contest for the 106th District 
seat are slim, ‘‘But I'd still like to offer 
the people a choice as an. alternative 
candidate,’ he said. 

Gillespie's past experiences include 
three years on the Boyne Falls School 
Board, three and a half years as a 
member of the Boyne Falls Village 
Council and he is presently a member of 
the Boyne Falls Fire Department.

District, Jenny Vallier of Rock for 109th 
District, Lee Manner of Carlshend for 
108th District, Phil Belfy of Sault Ste. 
Marie for 107th District, Zeb Oliver of 
Prescott for 105th District, Gaylord Ziegle 
of Cadillac for 104th District, and Ed 
Giese of Reed City for 98th District. 


Group petitions to rehire coach 


BOYNE CITY - A citizens’ group of 
about a dozen people are collecting 
signatures to petition the school board to 
reconsider the dismissal of varsity 
basketball coach Russ Harvey two 
months ago. 


The group hopes to collect 1,000 


signatures and would like to turn in the 
petitions at the next school board meeting 
July 14, according to organizer Dee 
Nagle. 

The committee supports nine-year 
veteran coach Harvey and thinks he 
should at least have been given a hearing 
on why he was dismissed from coaching 
for the 1980-81 school year. Harvey is still 
an industrial arts teacher at the high 
school, 

Harvey in a letter to the school board 
requested a hearing to find out why he 
was dismissed as basketball coach. A 
resolution to hold a hearing was 
supported by Mark Behling and Betty 
Johnecheck.

Tom Neumann voted against having a 
hearing. 

The teaching staff also requested a 
hearing but was denied it when a motior 
made by Behling died for lack of support. 

According to Michigan Education 
Association (MEA) representative Len 
Staley, the circulating petitions show 
‘“‘the public favors Harvey, or at least 
sides with him that he deserves a 
hearing”’ on his dismissal. 

MEA attorneys are reviewing Harvey's 
case and Staley said the attorneys have 
not come back with a course of action yet. 
‘Right now we’re at the waiting stage 
while the attorneys are looking over the 
case. They should recommend what 
action to take in a couple weeks,’’ he 
said. 

B-schedule or extra curricular contracts 
are being reviewed to determine if any 
deficits occur in the contract. ‘‘Contracts 
usually have a ‘just cause’’ clause which 
says a person may not be reduced in rank 
or esas without due process (a hearing). 


The whole problem is that the board 
failed to give him (Harvey) any reason for 
his coaching dismissal. And after nine 
years, he deserves some kind of explana- 
tion; this is really uncommon to terminate 
someone like this,’’ he said. 

Harvey told The Press he still doesn't 
know the reason for dismissal. He, too, is 
waiting for word from the MEA attorneys 
for what to do next. 

Harvey said it was thoughtful that the 
people of the community would come 
forward and support him as the citizens’ 
group has. Harvey also said he feels very 
strongly still about wanting the coaching 
position. 

‘Nothing has changed about me still 
wanting that job. The whole idea is that | 
believe I’m a good coach for that job. The 
kids will hurt most if I don’t get the job 
back," Harvey said.

With only two days’ notice she packed 
her goods and moved to East Jordan for 
her new fame and fortune. She started 
work as city postmaster the first week of 
May.

Ledge because they had six weeks of 
school left *tand I didn't want to pull them 
out so close to the end.'' she said. ‘‘But 
then again, | wanted to make sure I kept 
this job so 1 moved." 

Her children - Curt, 18. who graduated 
from high school this spring; Debbie, 15; 
Dylan, 14-and Conn 9 - alt joined her this 
week in East Jordan. 

Sedelmaier had been with the postal 
service at Grand Ledge 11 years. She 
worked 5'4 years as a city carrier and an 
equal amount of time as supervisor of 
postal operations at Grand Ledge. 

There is a noticeable difference be- 
tween a larger and smaller town, she 
said. '‘Being from a larger town, 1 was 
used to sorting mail by street numbers. 
Up here, you sort the mail by name 
because the town's so small all the mail 
deliverers know everyone else...and who 
lives next door to who, so they organize 
their route deliveries by last name." 


‘For being in the business of knowing . 


everyone's name, I sure feel lost right 
now." Sedelmaier said. She knows it will 
take a little time before she can 
straighten out who's who in East Jordan, 
but added she likes the small-town 
change. *’People I've met have made the 
transition easier for me—even if I can't 
remember their names." 

“I think I'll be learning as much from 
this job as I'll be putting in. I'll bring in

Changes the new postmaster sees

Sedelmaier believes that having no 
Saturday mail deliveries will not hurt the 
everyday citizen, ''I think people would 
rather have curtailed mail service than 
have the postage price keep rising each 
few months,"’ she said. 

But, the cost of mailing that lettér may 
go up anyway. New postage rates which 
are expected to go into effect in July will 
mean that sending an average letter will 
cost the consumer 20 cents rather than 
the current 15 cents. 

Sedelmaier agreed that ‘that seems 
like a lot of money,”’ but added, “if you 
thik about how many people handle that 
letter to get it to where it’s going. it’s not 
that much money.” 


Mail volume has gone up considerably 
the past few years despite stamp price 
hikes and she accredited this to the cost 
of gasoline. 


‘People used to run around town and 
pay their bills. But now they'll buy 
1S-cent stamps and pay their bills

‘Financial’ Supervisor . Ruby Dipzinski 
pointed out the: state has cut school-aid 


funds, making an additional loss for East 


Jordan: of: $20,800.. 

After the June 9. vote that turned down 
the ‘schéol. millage, the board and. the 
small group attending. the | meeting 
agreed on a survey of why people voted 
nearly two to one against it. At this point, 
newly-eléeted board member Shirley 
Bauer pointed out that this negative 
approach would consume effort while not 
producing a solution. Her recemmenda- 
tion for a positive approach was followed 
by the formation of a committee to 
publicize school budget information. 
Appointed to this committee were Tuck 
Thompson, Tom Gilmore, Leon Bartlett, 
Iva Bellinger, and Lucille Malpass. The 
last two are president and vice-presi- 
dent of the just-organized East Jordan 
Parent-Teachers’ Association (PTA). 

Budget clarification came up: again 
when it was pointed out at the meeting 
that school board candidate Lucille 
Malpass had voted against the proposed 
millage. 

When queried by The Press a few days 
after the meeting, Malpass said she had 
since then explained to board members 
that she was not against any neces- 


. saty tax but was opposed to badge. es 


procedures. 

At the meeting she had complained 
that proposed budget cuts had not been 
settled into a clear; stable, well- under- 
stood plan. 


Later while commending the work of 


Dipzinski, she also criticized procedures, 
saying that the financial supervisor, in 
meeting unexpected demands for funds, 


_has to hunt for spare amounts in a dozen 


or so budget categories. 

Instead of this, Malpass aiid: the 
budget should have an ending balance, a 
fund available at board vote for specific 


needs, like last year’s sudden boiler 


expense. 

In addition, she. noted, this spring’s 
budget cuts prevent a 12 percent increase 
in teacher pay, so anything approaching 
that would have to be hidden in the 
process of snipping portions from other 
categories in the budget. 

Teacher association president Rodger 
Ransom said teachers were ‘‘ready to sit 
down”’ to try to settle wage questions 
before Aug. 11 and before formal 
negotiations scheduled for later this 
summer. 

A date for the new board’s organiza- 
tional meeting was set—July 8. Retir- 
ing board members Dick Noirot and Leon 
Bartlett were saluted. And the board will 
formally honor returning teacher Edna 
Anderson for her 12 years of service in 
the elementary school.

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Despite an increase each year of senior 
citizens moving into Charlevoix County, 
the proposed statewide plan of services 
and funding to the aging indicates the 
county will receive the same amount of 
state and federal funding as last year. 

According to Art Saworski, director of 
the county Commission on Aging, be- 
cause Of inflation, the funding is actually 
a 10 percent reduction compared to 
funding for 1979-80 fiscal year. 

Saworski was not sure what effect the 


funding will have on the services offered 


to county citizens 60 and older. ‘We may 
have to scramble."' he said. ‘‘We may 
just be able to get by with what we have 
without any cuts, but I'm not too sure we 
can, 

Senior citizens have laws which protect 
and provide for their care. Under the new 
regulations of the Older American Act, 
the state office of Services to the Aging is 
preparing a three-year state plan. The 
plan covering Oct. 1, 1981 to Sept. 30, 
1984, explains the priorities of the office 
and details how over $33 million in 
federal and state funds will be spent on 
services to the elderly throughout the 
next fiscal.year. The plan also outlines 
actions and aid to our seniors, 

Five public hearings on the plan are 
being held to get input from seniors and 
other interested persons on the needs and 
concerns of our elderly. Approximately 20 
seniors from Charlevoix County will make 
the trip to Gaylord High School Thurs- 
day. June 19, to attend the hearing on the 
plan, 

According to East Jordan and Boyne 
City directors of the Senior Citizen 
Centers the seniors plan to attend to 
level of funding for 


seniors’’ and voice concern in several 


’ issues, 


Saworski and the directors say the 64 
page plan for the aging is good and 
details concerns of seniors and outlines 
needed services and funding.

Senior population | rises, 
center’ s funding doesn't 


According to the proposed ‘plan, 
Region 10 which includes Charlevoix 
County and nine other northern counties 
below the Upper Peninsula, would 
receive Approximately $663, 738. The 
funding is based on the region’s senior 


~ population, their income and whether it is 


a rural or urban area. 

Of the population of Region 10, 3.47 
percent are senior citizens. The senior 
population of Charlevoix County is 
approximately 10. 4 percent, according to 
Saworski. 

Chatlevoix County's portion of the 
plan's $33 million is approximately 
$27,000, Saworski said. This funding 
goes toward services such as health 
screening, shut-in programs, transporta- 
tion and other planned senior center 
activities for the elderly. 

‘The county also should receive approx- 
imately $50,000 for its nutrition program. 
This includes the meals served at the 
senior centers and also home delivered 
meals to shut-ins, Saworski said. This is 
the same amount of funding as received 
last fiscal year. 


'*More and more seniors are participat- 
ing in our programs each year,'’ Saworski 
noted. The county has exceeded its 
nutritional budget for meals approx- 
imately $5,000 this year because of the 
increase in the number of seniors at 
meals. 


Saworski said the county has received 
funds for 24.000 meals served in the past 
year. although nearly 30,000 meals were 
actually served. ‘‘There’s not going to be 
a drop in the number of meals we serve 
next year, it's going to increase if 
anything,’’ he said. '‘We may serve 
33,000 meals next year and receive 
funding for only 24,000." 


What happens if next year there is a 
need for 33,000 meats but yet the center 
receives funding for 24.000? ‘'We stop 
the mea! service.’* Saworski said.

"Many people are now returning to the 
use of wood burning stoves and those old 


». kitchen ranges are becoming popular 
~~ again because of the energy crisis, but 


nostalgia tells us there are other reasons. 
Many of us remember it as the center of 
the family life when we were growing up. 

I remember how Papa built the fire in 
the cook stove every morning before he 
went to the barn to do his chores. 

There was a crank that fit into a socket 
on the front of the stove. He turned the

crank and that shook yesterday’s ashes 
into an ash pan at the bottom of the stove 
which had to be emptied every few days. 

Then he was ready for the kindling, a 
soft fast-burning wood. To make it catch 
fire easily he shaved the wood into fine 


splinters with his jack-knife. He lit a 
match to this and added more kindling, 
then when this was burning good he 
added bigger pieces of wood. 

Sometimes the top of the stove would 
get red hot. In no time.Mother had the 
coffee pot on and wMS frying fresh side 
pork or sausage and pancakes. 

The oven was big and held at least six 
loaves of bread. When she was not 
baking something and wanted some heat 
in the room she left the oven door open. 
On Saturday nights we all had to take 
baths in the big round washtub in front of 
the open oven door. 

] learned at a very early age not to put 
things into that door. One time I had a 
new pair of shiny black shoes which I 
played with all day, not being allowed to 
wear them because they were for 
‘‘good'’. The next morning the house 
quickly filled with smoke and the most 
obnoxious odor. 

Mother quickly opened the oven door 
and there were my beautiful patent 
leather shoes almost completely melted 
away. 

Papa's potato crop the first year they- 
were married paid for the stove. He took 
a load of potatoes to town and brought 
home the stove on the empty wagon. 

When one bought a stove at the turn of 
the century all the cooking utensils 
needed were sold with the stove. There 
were two large kettles for canning and 
boiled dinners. dripping pans that were 
just the right size to fit the oven, and an 
iron kettle that fit directly over the flame

when a top lid was removed. There was 


also a pancake griddle that fitted over the 
open flame, and iron frying pans of 
different sizes. 

Sears Roebuck sold these stoves for $40 
with all the equipment which also 
included a copper-bottomed wash boiler 
to boil clothes in. I love to think about the 
delicious food that came from that oven 


like those dtipping pans filled with 


golden brown shortcake. 

On the Fourth of July Mother always 
made strawberry shortcake. Sometimes 
she even had to buy the berries, but 
usually her smalt patch in the garden 
made one good shortcake if she could 
keep the kids, the rebins. and the 
chickens out ot it. 

She made her shortcake with a rich 
biscuit dough made with cream and a 
little sugar but no eggs. She baked it in 
those big dripping pans. 

While it was still warm she split the 
cake, buttered it and covered both layers 
with crushed sugared strawberries. We 
all had all we could eat with cream if we 
wanted it. 

STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE 

Now I do not have the farm fresh 
ingredients to make the rich biscuit 
dough that she had but J have found a 
very good substitute. To 2 cups of biscuits 
mix add 4 tablespoons of sugar and a 
couple tablespoons of butter or marga- 
rine. Cut this into the mix and add one 
half cup of half and half or milk. Blend 
and pat into a9 by 9 inch pan. Bake at 375 
degrees until golden brown. Double the 
ingredients if you have more than four 
people to help eat this.

The John M. Hall, Auaieruri was 


donated to Bay View Association by Mr. 


and Mrs. Hall. John Hall dreamed of the 


auditorium and literally worked himself — 
to death trying to. complete it. His wife | 
continued the project after his death. The — 


auditorium was dedicated in 1915 and a 
Pilcher pipe organ was installed. The 
organ lasted 60 years, This past spring, 
Mrs. Ruth Crist donated a new Schantz 
pipe organ for-the hall. The organ will be 
played for the first time during the 
Sunday service on June 22, 

Evelyn Hall was erected ‘in 1890 as a 
Women’s Christian. Temperance Union 
Training School. The exterior of the 


‘building is described as ‘‘steamboat 


gothic” in style. It is a striking combina- 
tion of double porches and deep turrets. 
Now Evelyn Hall is used as a convocation 
center. A chapel and a Victorian room on 
the inside will be open to the public. 
The Bay View Library is significant 
because it is one of the. only private 
libraries in the state. It has an extensive

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a college center. The library building was 
built in the early 1900's. 

The Woman's Council Building built in 
1886 was originally a Chautauqua home. 
It housed a Jiterary and scientific circle 
and a reading group. Chautauqua groups 
were popular around the country at the 
time of the reconstruction after the Civil 
War: It was in these groups that scholars 
got together to talk about the future of the 
country. 

After the Chautauqua group ran its 
course the building was vacant until the 
Woman's Council restored it in 1923 and 
added upstairs bedrooms. Woman visi- 
tors to Bay View can stay here for a 
reasonable cost. 

After touring the public buildings, the 
visitors to Bay View may stop at the 
Terrace Inn for punch and cookies. The 
Terrace Inn, built in 1910, is now owned 
by Charles and Sue Vorpagels. They have 


recreated the turn of the century atmos- 
vio.

Five private homes were chosen for the 


tour, They are a good cross section of the 
private homes in Bay View. 

The Maywood Home at 310 Glendale is 
owned by C.Ames Maywood. It is called 
‘The Lilacs’’ for the lilac bushes in the 
yard. Of special interest in this home is 
the white painted Bay View wood, the 
built-in china cupboard, and the cherry 
kitchen, 

The Mertz home, owned by Rev. and 
Mrs. Willtam Mertz, was built in 1888 as 
a duplex and has been remodeled five 
times since then. This home is noted for 
its landscaping, and its second floor 
secluded porches. Gladys Mertz is a hook 
rug artist who cuts and dies her own 
wool, Several of her rugs are featured in 
the house. Rev. Mertz has a fascinating 
collection of monk statues from all over 
the world. The home is located at 223 
Knapp Ave. 

A sprawling cottage with a view of 


iew home tours--a charming trip into the past. 


Little Traverse Bay, ‘‘The Beeches’’ is 
owned by Miss Ruth Heseltite and is 
located at 210 Woodland Drive. The home 
was built in 1885 and has been in the 
present owners family since 1934. The 
home has changed very little since it was 
built. A hand carved oak dining room 
sideboard and bookshelf was built by the 
current owner's grandfather. The Hesel- 
tites have been coming to Bay View since 
1899, 

The exterior of the Theodore Gobeske 
home, 412 Fairview. is breathtaking. 
With five gables each decorated with a 
different gingerbread ‘style. the home 
was built in 1877 and is the fourth oldest 
home in Bay View. This is the home's 
original gingerbread. 

The Donald Smith home was built 
before 1885. The family of former 
Michigan Governor Bliss owned this 
home.
